The 
2,586,468,320 bushels of wheat, corn, 
oats, barley, rye, buckwheat and pota- 
toes raised last year were produced on 
100,083,605 acres, and the cultivation is 
in most cases careless. 


THF statistics of water surface—lakes, 


ponds, bays and rivers—in the several 
States and Territories present the ex- 
treme aridity of New Mexico and Ari- 
zona, with only 120 and 100 square miles 
of water, respectively, and the marked 
contrary characteristics of Florida, with 
4,440; Minnesota, 4,160; North Carolina, 
3,670; Texas, 3,490; Louisiana, 3,200, 
and Maine, 3,145 miles of river, lake and 
inlet area. The total water surface of 
the country is given at 55,600 square 
miles, and the gross area, land and wa- 
ter, 3,025,600 square miles, inhabited 
by 16 persons and a fraction to each 
mile. 


NIB county, Nevada, is the largest 


county in the United States, covering 
24,000 square miles. San Bernardino, 
California, with 23,000 square miles, is 
the next largest. California has four 
other counties, each of them as large aa 
Massachusetts, tuiee that are each 
larger than Connecticut, and fifteen that 
are each larger than Delaware. Sioux 
county, Nebr-iska, 
contains 
21,07(1 


square miles. Oregon, also, has several 
large counties—Grant, Umatilla anil 
Lake containing respectively 17,500, 
H.2GO and 12,000squaremiles. Presidio, 
with 12,500 miles, is the largest county 
in Texas. The smallest county in the 
United States is New York, State of New 
York, and it has the largest population. 
The largest of the Territories is Dakota, 
with 147,600 square miles, and the 
largest county iu any of the Territories 
is Cnster county,, Montana, with 86,500 
square miles. 


THE causes of disease in the various 


trades were classified as follows by Dr. 
Arlidge in nn address before the British 
Medical Association: First, the evolution 
of ilust; second, the evolution of un- 
wholesome vapors and gases; third, ma- 
terials of fin irritant or poisonous nature 
acting through the system or only local- 
ly; fourth, overheated air, whether dry 
or laden with moisture; fifth, compressed 
air and rarefied air; sixth, external con- 
ditions acting upon theorems of special 
sense; seventh, over-exertion of particu- 
lar parts of the body; eighth, mechanical 
appliances productive of bodily injury. 
The most prolific cause of disease, the 
doctor said, was trom the evolution of 
dust, its presence and action being pai- 
ticnlaily noticeable in all textile facto- 
ries, in mining for coal or metallic ores, 
in cutlery manufactures, in cutting and 
polishing stone nnd ivory, and in the 
process of grinding flour.

movement, was seen swinging swift- 
ly from south of west and coming 
with great rapidity toward thp city, 
with a heavy crash and accompanied 
with slight hail, struck and carried 
desolation in its path. Large trees 
were twisted like straws from their 
roots, while many houses nnd roofs 
were carried to the ground. Thp col- 
ored Methodist church was raised, 
taking with it the house of Mose 
Foss, In the upper part of the city 
the house of Col. I. P. Hudson was 
unroofed, and the falling bricks in- 
jured Mrs. Hudson. Two of .her chil- 
dren and Miss Copeland, an inmate 
of the house, were also slightly injur- 
ed. Sidewalks on the levees were 
jerked up and carried hundreds of 
feet 
A lad playing on tho levee was 


blown into the river, but succeeded 
in saving himself. A cow on Tenth 
street and Ohio levee was picked up 
like a ball and tossed over the river 
bank. Thus far no loss of life is re- 
ported. A timely warning from the 
Signal Service officers enabled tho 
safety of river crafts to be attended 
to, and no damage whatever is known 
on the river front.

Five loaded cars 
were overturned. The gasworks sns- 
tAined considerable damage to tho 
retort honse and the loss of one hold- 
er.

I often langh at the foolish 
way in which people rush for the most 
expensive cuts. Everybody wants to buy 
prime rib roasts and porterhouse and sir- 
loin steaks, with plenty of tenderloin. 
You can't persuade them that the chnck 
•roast ot good beef, which is from 5 to 8 
cents a pound cheaper than the prime 
eut» is just as good eating. And jou 
couldn't make them believe if yon took 
your affidavit to it, that while the tender- 
loin may be tender, it is neither an nutri- 
tious nor as juicy as the round.
